IMPORTED FARM MACHINERY 
GOING UP 

Higher prices for imported farm 
machinery are forecast by a new Pric- 
es Board order permitting sellers to 
add the excess “landed cost” caused by 
higher prices in the U. S., The Finan- 
cial Post reports from Ottawa. 

Recently the OPA in the United 
States increased farm implement pric- 
es 10% at wholesale, plus an unspec- 
ified figure based on the financial 
needs of individual manufacturers, 
Since prices under this order are like- 
ly to move rapidly but unevenly ac- 
across the board, and since half Can- 
ada’s farm implement needs are norm- 
ally imported from the United States, 
it was felt necessary to give dealers 
authority to meet these price jumps 
from across the boarder.
